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FOREWORD 


It gives me great pleasure to introduce to the students of Indian music 
two small works viz., (i) Vinalaksana of ParameSvara edited from a single 
worn-out palm leaf manuscript in grantha script and ( 2) Vinaprapathaka edited 
from a single paper manuscript in Devanagari script, both preserved in the 
library of the Oriental Institute. 

Vinalaksana with Vinaprapathaka is indeed a valuable addition to our 
printed texts on ancient Indian music especially because texts devoted to Vina 
are very few in Sanskrit and Vinalaksana is unique among them as it exclusively 
deals with Vina and its lingering. 

It is really a difficult task to edit such a text from a single manuscript. 
But Sliri j. S. Fade has done it with great care and has given necessary com¬ 
parative data in his scholarly Introduction and footnotes. 

The Sangeet Natak Akadami, New Delhi, was pleased to sanction a grant 
of Rs. 10,000/- for publication of the following six volumes on music, dance and 
dramatics from Mss. preserved in this Institute. Accordingly, the following 
works have been undertaken for publication in the Gaekwad's Oriental Series of 
the M. S. University of Baroda. 

( 1 ) Ragatattvavibodha of Srinivasa, 

( 2 ) Sahgltacudainani of Kavicakravarti Jagadekamalla. 

( 3 ) Rasakaumudi of Srikantha. 

(4 ) Ragamala of Mesakarna, Ragamala of Jivarajadiksita, and 
Ragamala of Sankarsana.

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INTRODUCTION 


The text of Vlnalaksana is based upon a single ms. deposited in the library 
of the Oriental Institute, Baroda. The details of the ms. are as follows:— 

1 Place of deposit : Baroda, Oriental Institute. 

2 Acc. No. : iooio( a). 

3 Title : Vlnalaksapam. 

4 Author: ParameSvara. 

5 Date : Undated. 

6 Folios: 6. 

7 No. of lines in each folio : 7. 

8 No. of letters in each line : 45. 

9 Material : Palm-leaf. 

10 Script : Granlha. 

11 Style : Written in one uniform handwriting. 

12 Size : 15" x 1". 

13 Condition : Worn out and moth-eaten. 

The mss. of this work are very rare and are not found recorded even in the 
Catalogus Catalogorum of Aufrecht. 

2. Out of 106 verses of Vlnalaksana nearly 74 verses have been found 
quoted in the Bharata Kosa compiled by Sri M. Ramakrsna Kavi Tirupati-iQ5r. 
All those quotations have been utilised for the study and reconstruction of the 
text; and the variants are all noted in the foot-notes. 

3. The learned compiler of Bharata Kosa appears to have merely copied 
out verses of Vlnalaksana as he found them in his own ms. without giving his 
corrective suggestions wherever necessary. The following instance will be suffi¬ 
cient to prove the above statement. 

4. Bharata Kosa P. 629 reads Vlnalaksana IV. 3 as follows:— 

^ m & 5% 11 

This verse lays down the matras of the eight famous Talas. Rupaka Tala is 
wanting in this text while the word 3^ standing for appears twice i.e. in 
a and b. Dhruva Tala consists of fourteen matras ; and therefore, the reading 
of the word in b is correct while that in a is absurd ; as it does not consist 
of seven matras. The ms. of VInalak§apa rightly reads ifsft for ^ which 

means that Rupaka Tala consists of six matras. The scribe possibly could not 
understand the meaning of the word and consequently must have replaced

it with the words ^ ^ in the ms. without caring for the sense. The compiler 
of Bharata Kosa copied it faithfully without suggesting any correction. 

5. The ms. utilised for preparing this edition is moth-eaten with the 
result that many words are missing in the text. All the 74 verses quoted in 
Bharata Kosa have been utilized in filling up the lacunas caused by moths. 
Lacunas in the remaining 32 verses have been filled up by me with exact words 
very few of which may possibly be corrected with the help of other mss. 
of the text. 

6 . The variants according to Bharata Kosa have been given in the foot¬ 
notes. The reading of the ms. has been retained in the text wherever it is found 
correct. The variants according to Bharata Kosa have been suggested in the 
brackets wherever the text of the ms. has been found corrupt. 

The author: 

7. The author of this small work on Vina is ParameSvara. He has given 
his own account in the last two verses of the text. According to it he had 
descended from the Samkrti Gotra of the Bharadvaja Gana according to 
Katyayana and Laugaksi, and was proficient in Jyotisa, Silpa, Agama, Mantra, 
Tantra and Dravida Tantra. He had realised the KundalinI Susumna also- 
The colophons of the fifth and sixth chapters indicate that he was a poet and 
possessed the title of Kavisardula. He appears to be a Saiva as he has praised 
Lord Siva in the form of Vinadhara Daksinamurli in the introductory verse. 

8. According to Bharata Kosa he was the resident of Cidambara and 
flourished in the 18th century. ( cf. Bharata Kosa P. 355—sfiT?*: ?vs°o 

I Ini reduction Page XXV. “ It is a modern work written about 
1750 A.D. ”) The compiler of Bharata Kosa has not given any evidence to 
support his statement. The name of the author indicates that he must have 
been a Malbari Brahmana. The name Paramesvara is more common in Malabar 
than any where else. 

9. Paramesvara, the author of Goladipika, the commentator of Arya- 
bhatiyam, Mahabhaskariyam, Laghubhaskariyam, Laghumanasam etc. is differ¬ 
ent from our author as he belonged to Bhargava Gotra according to Nilakaritha 
who in his Bhasya on Aryabhatlya observes :—I etc. and 
lived about 1430 A.D. ( cf. GoladTpika of Sri Paramesvara, Ed. by T. Ganapati 
Sastri—Trivandrum 1916—Preface.) 

10. No more information about the author is available. There is no 
evidence in this work to prove his proficiency in Jyotisa, Silpa, Agama etc. The 
present text consisting of 106 verses fails to support his title Kavisardula. His 
weakness in composition and grammar is displayed in the text at many places. 
However he has expressed the whole subject in a lucid and simple style. 



11. The author has mentioned the names of six authors in the text, 
namely I Agastya, 2 Hanuman, 3 Narada, 4 Yajfiavalkya, 5 Citrasena and 
6 Tumburu. 

1 Nothing is known about Agastya's contribution to Samgita. 

2 Hanuman is the author of Har.umatsariihita or Afijaneyasatwhita. 

3 Paficamasarasamhita, Naradiya Siksa and Naradasambita are as¬ 
cribed to Narada. 

4 Yajfiavalkya is the author of Yajflavalkya-Sik§a. 

5-6 About the contribution of Citrasena and Tumburu nothing is known. 
Tumburu is known to be the author of Na$akageyalak§ana. 

Out of these six authors three namely Afijaneya, Narada and Tumburu are 
mentioned in Sangitaratnakara as authorities on Sangita. (Sangitaratnakara 
I. 1. 15.20). The names of Agastya, Hanuman, and Narada are quoted in our 
text to support the statement that salvation can be obtained by the knowledge 
of playing on Vina. The names of Yajfiavalkya, Narada, Citrasena, and Tum¬ 
buru are quoted in connection with Kalyapi mela Raga; Bhairavi mela Raga 
and Todi mela Raga ; Pantuvarali mela Raga; and Samanta mela Raga respect¬ 
ively. The citation of these names and the way in which they are cited do not 
show any sign of their influence on the present text and the author. The author 
has treated the subject of Vina, its fingering, 15 Melas, 34 Ragas etc. as it was 
in practice in his own days in South India which has been famous for her emin¬ 
ence in fine arts. ( cf. era 1

The text: 

12. Texts merely devoted to Vipa are very rare in Sanskrit literature. 
ManasollSsa, Sangitaratnakara, Rasakaumudi, Caturdandipraka£ika etc. have 
treated the topic. But Vinalaksana of ParameSvara exclusively deals with Vina 
and as such is a unique work on the subject. Works like Vipaprapathaka are 
mere compilations. The importance of this work in Sangita literature can be 
very well proved by the fact that Sri M. Ramakp?iia Kavi, compiler of Bharata 
Ko?a, had to quote 74 verses out of 106 in his Ko§a as authoritative on the 
subject. 

13. The work is divided into six chapters. The first chapter begins with 
the salutation of Lord Siva in the form of Vinadhara Dak?ipamurti who is 
worshipped as a great teacher of music both instrumental and vocal. The 
author has further described VipS having seven strings. The four upper strings 




used for playing the music are significantly called Mandra, Madhyama, Tara 
and Anumandra respectively. The three strings below are useful for twanging 
with the little finger for the purpose of the drone and for rhythm. There are 
24 Saris or frets placed underneath the playing strings. 

14. The svaras are seven viz. 1 §adja, 2 R§abha, 3 Gandhara, 4 Ma¬ 
dhyama, 5 Pancama, 6 Dhaivata and 7 Ni§ada. Out of these seven svaras 
Rsabha is of three kinds—1 Dvi£ruti, 2 Catuhlruti and 3 SatSruti; Gandhara 
is of three kinds—1 Suddha-gandhara, 2 Antara-gandhara and 3 Sadharana- 
gandhara; Madhyama is of two kinds—1 Suddha Madhyama and 2 Prati 
Madhyama; Dhaivata is of three kinds—1 Dvigruti, 2 CatuhSruti and 3 Sat- 
Sruti; and Nisada is of three kinds—1 Suddha, 2 Kaigya and 3 Kakali. Thus, 
there are 16 svaras. They are accommodated on the 12 Saris or frets as 
shown below:— 

(1) Sa, (2 ) Ri-2, (3) Ri-4, Ga-Suddha, (4) Ri-6, Ga-Antara, ( 5 ) Ga- 
Sadharana, (6) Ma-$uddha, ( 7) Prati Madhyama, (8) Pa, (9) Dha 2, ( 10) 
Dha-4, Ni-&uddha, (11) Dha-6, Ni-KaiSya, (12) Ni-Kakali. The 24 Saris are 
useful for Aroha and Avaroha of the above mentioned 16 Svaras. 

15. The second chapter mainly deals with the classification of Ragas. 
Ragas having all the seven svaras are known as Sampurna and are of one 
variety only. Those having six svaras are called Sadava which can be of six 
varieties by omitting six svaras excepting Sadja. Those having five svaras are 
known as Autfava and are of 15 varieties by omitting two svaras out of six at a 
time. These three types of Ragas are again sub-divided into nine varieties 
viz. 1 Sampurna-Sampurna, 2 Sampurna-§adava, 3 Sampurrja-Audava, 4 Sa- 
dava-Sampurna, 5 §adava-§a<jlava, 6 Sadava-Audava, 7 Audava-Sampurna, 
8 Audava-Sadava, 9 Audava-Audava. 

16. The author has described eight famous Talas in the third chapter. 
They are as follows :—

Each of these eight Talas is of five varieties viz. 
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1. Catasra having Laghu =• 4 matras.

5. Sankirna „ 9 

Our author has, however, described each Tala only in its well-known common 
variety. 

17. In the fourth chapter the author has described the fingering of the 
Vina and the ten kinds of Gamakas namely 1 Honmu, 2 Pratihasa, 3 Simhava- 
lokana, 4 Maru, 5 Viti, 6 Nokku, 7 Patta, S Orika, 9 Gamaka, 10 Sphuritam. 
Out of these 10 names, (1) Maru or Jaru, (2 ) Nokku, (3) Patta or Patfu are 
Telugu names; while Honmu, Viti and Orika are to be identified. 

18. The author has described 15 important melas in the fifth chapter. 
They are :—1 Malavagaula, 2 Nata, 3 Sriraga, 4 Kalyani, 5 Sankarabharaiia, 
6 Bhairavi, 7 Kambhoji, 8 Pantuvarali, 9 Mukhari, 10 Varali, 11 Todi, 12 Vega- 
vahini, 13 Bhupala, 14 Samanta and 15 Gaula. 

19. The sixth chapter deals with R&gas derived from the various melas. 
The author has here treated only 35 popular Ragas derived from the eight 
important melas. They are as follows

1 The text of Vinaprapatbaha is based upon a single ms, described 
below:—

4 The text is divided into two parts or chapters. The first part deals 
with Vina or lute while the second part deals with the instruments in general. 
The compiler has referred to Bharata and Yajnavalkya in the first chapter. 
His reference to Bharata is obviously wrong as the quotations are not found in 
the Natyasastra of Bharata. All the verses attributed to Bharata are found in 
Sangitaratnakara. He could have corrected himself had he carefully seen the 
tenth verse which contains the name of the author of Sangitaratnakara.— 
^Tfjf’Ttferr l His reference to Yajnavalkya is correct.

5 All the verses excepting i2ab, J7ab and 32 in the first, chapter and 49 
and 56 in second chapter have been traced and their sources with their variants 
have been given in the foot-notes for a critical study of the text.

The result of Tracing 


7 It will be clear from the above statement that the first ten verses have 
been borrowed iiom Sangitaratnakara; but theii order has been changed. The 
first verse of our text which contains the word for ejt'HT presupposes the 
existence of some verses preceding it describing Vina. If the text is begun with 
7cd, then also it requires the help of preceding verses. Thus the text of first ten 
verses if arranged according to Sangitaratnakara remains incomplete. The exact 
place of V. 14 is after 7ab. It has nothing to do with Satatantubanavlna. V. 
No. 11 is borrowed from Yajfiavalkyasmrti. It is available in Svaramelakala¬ 
nidhi also. V. i2ab is npt traced. It has no connection with i2cd. It is in- 
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complete in itself. V. i2cd and 13 are found in Svaramelakalanidhi. V. 14 is 
referred to above. V. 31 is wrongly repeated as V. 15 under Kapisir§tl Vina. 
It does not contain the definition or the description of Kapisirstl Vina. V. .16 
does not contain anything about Vakra Vina. V. iyab is not traced. It has 
no connection with iycd which is wrongly read here. The name Picchora occurs 
in I7ab, but the line is not sufficient to give an idea of Picchora VhjS. The 
exact place of V. 18 is 25cd and 26ab. The meaning of V. i8ab and cd becomes 
dear with the help of the preceding and the following lines i.e. 25ab and 26cd. 
Hence V'. j 8 is wrongly read here and does not contain the description of PiSIla 
as indicated by the author. V. 19-31 are in their proper order. The only ab¬ 
surdity is that these verses do not contain the definitions or descriptions of 
Kanda Vina, A tabu Vina, and Malm Vina. V. 32 is not traced. 

<8 The above analysis of the first chapter shows that these verses are not 
directly borrowed from Sangltaratnakara—the original source of the verses; as 
their order is changed. The source from which they are borrowed in the order 
of the text is unknown. The following names of Vinas not followed by any 
definition or description are read in the text. 1 fsatatantu Vina, 2 KapisirstI, 
3 Vakra, 4 Picchora, 5 Pislla, f> Kanda Vina, 7 Alabu Vina, 8 Mahavlna. 
These names are not available in Sangltaratnakara and other important works 
on Sangita. However they are all seen in S rant a Sutras. The references are 
all interesting and important and therefore are given below :

in short the first chapter does not satisfactorily deal with Vina and is 
incomplete in many respects. 

9 The second chapter deals with instruments in general. It is a copy of 
the Yudyadhyayu—fifth chapter of Sungita Darpana of Catura Damodara. All 
the verses with slight variations agree with those of Sahgita-Darpana. Versos 
No. 49 and 56 ab arc not available in Sahgita-Darpana. Four veises aftei 
14 ab. and li v. after 18 ab are missing in our text. They are given in the 
foot-notes. After 4^ ab, v. 63 cd. 64 nb, 34 and 35 ab are wrongly repeated. 
After 5b ab two lines are unnecessarily repeated. The text of Viniiprapalhaka 
ends with V. No. 63 ab as the last two folios are missing. As the whole text 
agrees with Sahgita-Darpana the remaining verses have been directly borrowed 
from it to complete the text and given in brackets. 

10 As the present chapter is a copy of Sanglta-Daipana it is necessary 
to evaluate how far the author of Sahgita-Darpana has contributed to the Sahgita 
literature. The edition of Sahgita-Darpana utilised here and described in the 
foot-notes is not correctly printed and not critical also. The verses of this 
chapter have been traced to Sahgita-Ratnakara and the variants according to 
Sahgita-Ratnakara are given in the foot-notes. The result of tracing the verses 
tan be briefly stated or follows :—

11 It will be seen from the above analysis that out of 75 verses of this 
chapter about 34 verses have been actually borrowed from Sangltaratnakara. 
Nearly 15 verses have been adopted from it ; while the remaining 26 verses are 
not traced. Out of these 26 verses 10 verses are stereotypes, 9 verses contain 
ideas present in Sangltaratnakara, while the remaining seven must have been 
borrowed from some other source. 

12 Tims it can he very well said that the present chapter is a short sum¬ 
mary of the Vadyadhyaya of Sangltaratnakara; and Catura Durnodara cannot 
claim any new contribution to Sangita literature so far as this chapter is con¬ 
cerned. The text is useful only for those who have no time and energy to read 
and study Sangltaratnakara. They can get an idea of the selected instruments 
like Vina, Mrdanga etc. from this chapter. 

13 The variants have not been discussed in the foot-notes because Sah- 
gitaratnakara is the original source of all these, verses and the authors while 
borrowing might have changed words here and there to show their originality. 

Date of compilaticn 

14 There is no evidence to lix up the exact date of compilation of Vfna- 
prapafhaka. It can only be stated that it is later than Sabgita-darpana of 
Chatura Damodara C. iblh century A.D. 

15 In short the author has deseiibed Vina and its fingering in the first 
chapter and musical instruments such as Alapini, Kinnari and Pinaki Vinas, 
Vamsa, IMurali, Madhukari, Kahala, Srtiga, Sanklia, Pafaha, Mardala and T 51 a, 
in the second chapter. When [compared with Sangita-Ratnakara, these two 
chapters appear to be incomplete in many respects. 

16 Lastly I have to thank Dr. B. J. Sandesara, the Director of the 
Oriental Institute and Dr. IJ. P. Shah, the Deputy Director of the institute, for 
their hearty co-operation, help and encouragement to critical research. I am 
also thankful to the Manager of the University Press for his co-operation in 
printing the work very carefully.
